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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argument filed 07-07-2003 has been 
considered and is not persuasive so as to put the application into condition for allowance. The amendment to claim 2 does not put the 
claim into condition for allowance. In addition, the amenddment to the claim changed the scope of the claim and therefore, a new 
rejection was required for the claim. Applicant's argument regarding claim 3 is not persuasive because it is inherent for each radially 
adjacent metal ring to be longer than the one closest to the saddle face and that does not necessarily means that a clearance exist 
between each adjacent surface. Note, each adjacent metal element (33) is longer than the one closer to the saddle face and so are the 
adjacent resilient members yet no clearance exst between each metal element. 
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
